Chicago, June 11.--{To the Friend of the 
People. ]—Is a resident of Chicago expect- 
ed to pay so much a week for treatment 
given a relative of said resident in the 
Chicago State hospital. Does not the state 
maintain this institution and finaace it 
with funds received from the taxpay~ 
ere? Patient receiving treatment has 
lived inghis city all her life. At the trial 
‘where if was determined that the patient 
should be sent to the state hospital fora 
few months’ treatment I was asked to pay 
810 court costs, $3 sheriff fees, and $24 for 
three month treatment. A. BoGanN.

The court cost of $10 referred to in your 
letter is chargell against every case filed in 
any of the courts. Insane commitments are 
no exceptions.. The sheriff's fees depend on 
the institution to which the patient is com- 
mitted, the railroad fare, and other expenses 
being made the basis of these fees. The 
charges made by the state institutions are 
based on the per capita cost of maintaining 
patients in these institutions, each of which 
has a representative at the Psychopathis 
hospital, who attends the trials of cases. All 
these charges are legitimate and the relatives 
of patients are required to pay them when- 
ever they are able to do so. Where the pay- 
ment would cause a hardship to the family 
these costs are remitted, fully or in part. 
When the trial takes place the relatives are 
asked to pay the court costs, sheriff's fees, 
and cost of maintenance at the institution to 
which the patient is committed. Very fre- 
quently an agreement is reached at the time
